time of faii.iiie. lit! himself bad done 
yeumau wo. 
for the passage of the hi"., 


while tins other uuui, who was. now 
asking their support, had done eveiy- 
tbing possiblu 10 defeat it. It was a fii.L 
point, and *..o speaker mudo the most 
of it, burning before it the lump of hir 
eloquence until tho crowd were wild 
with excitement. Thou Henry sat down, 
aud Johnson got up amid catcalls and 
scoffs to answer him. 


"What juy opponent has told yon is 


true, " he said. "Ireland was suffering, 
aud I voted against an appropriation for 
her relief, for the money which it was 
thus proposed to give away was not 
mine, but yours; yours because it was 
iu the public coffers. 
I refused to g'ivo 


away money which did not belong to 
me, but I went down into my own pock- 
et and out of my own private fnuds— 
which I had a right to bestow—I sub- 
scribed $200 to the relief £uiid which was 
being quietly raised. How much of his 
own money did JMr. Henry give? Not ii 
euiit. 
Ho was too busy trying to give 


tiway yours. Now, gentlemen, which of 
ws two did the better part by suffering 
Ireland?" 'Iho effect of this was magical. 
The catcalls were now for Henry and 
tho cheers for Johnsou. 


Thus tho campaign went on, ending 


in a victory for the ex-tailor, wbo ouco 
more took his place among tho statesmen 
of tho land. 
But bis term was a short 


ouo, for death soon claimed him. 
But 


he left behind him a reputation as a 
"stump" speaker which abides still 
IITMU tb.o hustings down in Tennessee. 


Good Fricndn. 


In a cavalry troop there generally 


grows np between each horse and hia 
rider a strong bond of sympathy and 
friendship. Soldiers in tho cavalry serv- 
ice arc in most cases stationed at remote 
western po.sts, where, far from homo 
and friends ami as a rulo unmarried, 
they aro necessarily very limited in 
their social pleasures and amusements. 
On this account, perhaps, the propensi- 
ty for having pets of various kinds is 
very strongly developed ami increases 
tho sense of fellowship between tho 
horses nnd tbcir riders. 
Cruelty or in- 


attention to tho wants of their horses ia 
a rare trait among cavalrymen, and 
even should this bo tho case, from tho 
feeling of proprietorship cruelty from 
one soldier to tholiorso of another would 
do resented as an injury to tho owner 
himself. 


This comradeship is more in evidence- 


upon n long march or while iu tlio field 
engaged upon arduous or dangerous du- 
ties. 
On such occasions, when forage 


often becomes scarce, cavalry soldiers 
•will jealously guard every grain that 
their horses receive, and .should tho ser- 
geant through carelessness or prejudice 
givo n trifle more or less to ono than the 
other it often provokes a vast deal of 
grumbling, so closely is tbo trooper in- 
terested in the welfare of his horse.— 
Lippiucott's Magazine.

The first distinct mention of soap 


now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it aa an invention of the GJ-auls, but be 
that as it may tho use of soap for wash- 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. Iu 
the mias of Pompeii a complete soap 
manufactory was found, aud the uten- 
sils and some soap were in a tolerable 
state of preservation. The, Gallic soap 
of 18 centuries ago was prepared from 
fat and wood ashes, particularly tho 
asbes from beech wood, which wood was 
very common iu France as well as iu 
England. Soup is spoken of by writers 
in the second century, but tho Sara- 
cens wcro tho fii-nt people to bring it 
into general use as an external cleansing 
medium. Tha nao of soap is thus de- 
scribed: "When examined chemically, 
the skill i. 
1-; found to ba composed of a 


substance analogous to dried white of 
egg—in a word, albumen. Now, albu- 
men is .soluble in tho alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing tho skin 
the excess of alkali combines with the 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu- 
rally bedewed, removes it iu the form 
of an emulsion, and with it a portion 
of the dirt Another portion of the al- 
kali softens auddisKolves the superficial 
stratum of the slcin, aud when this is 
rubbed off the rest of the dirt disap- 
pears. So that every washing of tbo 
skin with scr.p removes the old face of 
tho skiu and leaves a new one, and 
were the process repeated to excess the 
latter would become attenuated."— 
New York Ledger.

Joo Smith's Successor. 


Tf reports from Washington are re- 


liable an Ohio man is to be the suc- 
cessor of the late Joseph P. Smith as 
chief of the bureau of South American 
republics—Murat Halstead.

stead has tho same special demands 
upon this office as its late .occupant 
had. 
Like Mr. Smith, it is quite cer- 


tain that the senate would not confirm

forded him an opportunity to see his 
mistake. 


Hull Holds On. 


George W. Hull, the Democratic col- 


lector of federal revenues for the Tole- 
do district, seems to be in a position to 
enjoy the usufruct of the hot contest 
for the appointment to succeed him 
that is being made by Messrs. Waldorf, 
Vortreide, Bonner and DeWitt, the Re- 
publican patriots who are anxious to 
save their country in this capacity. 
Mr. Hull, whose term has expired and 
who expected to be relieved of the of- 
fice at the date of expiration, has been 
requested to furnish a new bond for 
two years. It certainly looks as though 
President McKinley had no intention 
of making a change there immediately. 
Waldorf, who held the office under the 
last Republican national administra- 
tion, seemed to have been booked for 
the position up to the time of the sen- 
atorial election. 
He came here and 


helped the Hanna headquarters until 
he committed a bad blunder that came 
near making a scandal before the 
Boyce matter came to light, and since 
then Senator Hanna has looked upon 
bis candidacy with displeasure. 


It will probably not be much conso- 


lation to State Food Inspector Black- 
burn to know whether the appropria- 
tion for his department was cut down 
before the bill was presented in the 
house or afterward—at the clerk's desk 
or elesewhere. The effect is the same. 
The burning question is, Will the bill 
go through in this shape, and will he 
be compelled to shut up shop for a 
month or two at a season of the year 
when it is not in good form to take a 
vacation? 


If what some of the gentlemen who 


were prominently identified with the 
movement against Senator Hanna say 
in regard to this matter can be relied 
upon, the present case is but a sample 
of the kind of fun they propose to have 
at Mr. Blackburn's expense all through 
the legislative session. Speaker Mason 
seems to have regarded that little ex- 
pose of Governor Bushnell in the open- 
ing of the senatorial fight by Mr. Black- 
burn as no joke. 


OntliWiiite Turner! Down. 


The action of the senate on the ap- 


pointments of Governor Bushnell, the 
first of which were presented In that 
body yesterday afternoon, opens up'a 
new field of 
speculation as to the 


course of politics in that branch of the 
general assembly during the rest of 
the session. The action of the Demo- 
crats was evidently not expected by the 
Republicans. The appointments were 
being approved without opposition and 
few members seemed to be paying at- 
tention to the messages as they were 
read. 


Suddenly the leaders of the Repub- 


lican side realized that the Democrats 
were all voting "no." "What's this 
vote?" shouted several of them, in a 
chorus, springing to their feet. It was 
the appointment of Henry Apthorp, 
the well known gold Democrat, to be 
a member of the board of managers 
of the Mansfield reformatory.

TOOTHBRUSH AIDS HEALTH. 


Sound TeotH nml Koily Ouly to 15e Had 


by Its Frequent Use. 


It is but n little tlriug, yet on its 


proper use- depends ranch of tho happi- 
ness of modern man. 
Why civilized 


teeth should bo BO rotten is a question 
which has often been debated, and prob- 
ably tho true answer is more complex 
than some would think. Many good 
mothers are content to put all toothache 
down to lollipops, but that sugar in it- 
self is not responsible for had teath is 
proved by tho splendid "ivories" often 
possessed by negroes who practically 
live upon the sugar caue aud thrive 
npon it, too, during tho wholo of the 
season when it is in maturity. Dental 
decay 
is common enough, however, 


among negroes in towns, and it seems 
clear that the caries of tho teeth which 
is so common among most civilized 
races is duo not to any particular article 
of diet so much as to digestive and nu- 
tritive changes imposed upon us by our 
mode of life and to some uxteut by the 
fact that by book or crook we do some- 
how manage to live, uotwitlistaudiug 
our had teeth, whereas in a state of na- 
ture tho toothless man soon dies. 


Recognizing, then, that until the time 


arrives wben some great social reformer 
either mends or ends our present social 
conditions our teeth will tend to rot, 
and that, whatever the predisposing 
causes, the final act in the production of 
caries is the lodgment of microbes on 
and around the teeth, we see that for 
long to come the toothbrush will bo a 
necessity if the health is to bo main- 
tained. It is only by the frequent USB of 
this little instrument that those- uiiunte 
accumulations can bo removed which 
are at the root of so much mischief. A 
few elementary lessons in bacteriology 
would, we fancy, greatly startle many 
people and certainly would show them 
the futility of trusting to one scrub a 
day. Tho fact is that if people, instead 
of looking at the toothbrush from an 
jesthetio point of view and scrubbing 
away with tooth powders (!) to make 
their front teeth white, would regard 
it merely as an aid to cleanliness, they 
would see that tho time to use it is aft- 
er muals and at night, not just in the 
morning only, when the debris is left 
from the day before has been ferment- 
ing and brewing acid all night through. 
They would also see how inefficient an 
instrument the common toothbrush is 
unless it is used with considerable judg- 
ment. One of the secondary advantages 
of spending a good deal of money on 
dentistry is that at least one learna the 
value of one's teeth. 
By the time we 


have got them dotted over with gold 
stoppings and gold crowns we learn to 
take care of them, even although that 
may involve the trouble of cleaning 
them more than ouco a day and using 
perhaps more than one brush for, the 
purpose. —Hospital.
